Dear  Sir: 

I have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  exhibiting  the  transac- 
tions of  this  department  for  the  biennial  beginning  July  1,  1926,  and  ending  June 
30,  1928. 

FINANCIAL  CONDITION 

The  financial  status  of  Montana  has  not  been  better  for  years.  But  two  bank  fail- 
ures in  the  past  two  years  and  insurance  companies  willing  to  write  surety  bonds  for 
any  of  the  banks  doing  business  attest  the  soundness  of  the  banking  business  of  the 
state. 

The  state  has  deposits  in  one  hundred  nine  banks.  Six  years  ago  it  had  deposits 
in  four  hundred  twenty  banks  and  nearly  all  of  these  gave  surety  bonds  for  security. 
Of  the  one  hundred  nine,  but  twenty-three  give  surety  bonds,  the  rest  give  collateral 
security  prescribed  by  statute. 

There  are  now  fifteen  counties  in  which  no  bank  has  a state  deposit  because  there 
has  been  no  application  for  one. 

TEACHERS’  RETIREMENT  SALARY  FUND 

The  Treasurer’s  Biennial  Report  showed  the  condition  of  this  Fund  on  June  30,  1928. 

The  previous  Biennial  Report  called  attention  to  the  condition  of  the  Fund  and 
its  working. 

The  last  legislature  amended  the  Retirement  Fund  Law,  making  it  impossible  to 
pay  out  legally,  in  any  year,  more  than  the  income  of  that  year.  This  cut  down  the 
payments  to  annuitants  about  one-third.  The  new  law  also  imposed  a fine  on  school 
clerks  for  failure  to  deduct  one  dollar  per  month  from  the  salary  of  each  teacher  en- 
titled to  pay  into  the  Fund. 

The  idea  had  become  prevalent  that  the  Retirement  Fund  Law  was  not  sound  and 
would  ultimately  break.  For  that  reason  many  boards  of  trustees  of  school  districts 
neglected  to  send  in  the  money  deducted  from  teachers’  salaries. 

In  June,  1926,  the  department  demanded  that  these  funds  be  sent  in  with  the  result 
that  more  than  thirty  thousand  dollars  was  collected  in  the  next  few  months.  The  pay- 
ments into  the  Fund  at  the  present  time  are  in  most  cases  satisfactory.  The  Fund  can 
never  break,  for  the  investment  must  remain  constant  or  about  $143,708.95.
